Indian Affairs director has 


done much since Boyne days

LANSING - Boyne City native Annie L. 
Green spent most of her life learning how 
to help people with their problems. 

She says she learned the hard way, 
through the Great Depression, World 
War Il and raising 12 children, among 
other things. 

The 56-year-old Grand River Ottawa 
Indian learned well and developed a 
statewide reputation for her ability to 
help people. It came as no surprise when 
she was named director of the state 
Commission on Indian Affairs, on Dec. 8, 
1979, 

While officials all across the state heap 
ptaises on Green and her abilities, she 
admits it took her a long time to develop 
the self-confidence to take on such a key 
post in state government. 

‘‘T had such an inferiority complex that 
I didn't even want to come to Lansing 
when I was first asked to join the 


commission in 1972,"’ Green confided. 


At that time, she was living in Grand 
Rapids and concentrating on volunteer 
work, to which she gave 30 years of her 
life. 

After graduating from Boyne City High 
School in 1941, she moved all over the 
state, working at war plants, the Red 


Cross, and the Veterans Administration © 


among other things. Although she has 
not lived in Boyne City for a long time, 
she has.relatives there and visits quite 
often. 

People in Boyne City would remember 
her as Lena Luchene. She was the 


. daughter of Martha and Ed Luchene, and 


she lived on Lincoln Street. Her mother 


was a full-blooded Indian, and her father. 


was Italian. 
Green's etevation to the commission 
directorship was no surprise because she

one wanted things run differently, so 
when a director left ‘‘It was a start- 
all-over-again situation.’’ 

Since she has been with the commis- 
sion for eight years, Green said she feels 
this change-over period won't be quite as 
hectic. She has her staff of 12 working 
hard to define how to offer assistance to 
the state Indian population, estimated to 
be about 60,000. 


Adequate housing, education and 


health-related social services are the key 
areas where the commission tries to help. 
Green said discrimination against Indians 
denies them education and instruction in 
how to organize to help themselves, so 
they sometimes need a boost from the 
state

Although the progress is slow, Green 
said there are some bright spots. A new 
law in Michigan grants Indians of at least 
one-quarter blood free college tuition, 
she pointed out. 

When it comes to current issues

‘Indians are undoubtedly the most 
oppressed minority in this country,’’ she 
declared. 


Green said the recent state ban on 
Indians using gill nets to fish is an 
‘“‘overblown issue.’’ She said the Indians 
do have a treaty right to use the nets, but 
pointed out there are only about 20 
Indians who exercise this right and they 
are not depleting the fish population in 
Lake Michigan, as conservationists and 
sport fishermen have charged. 


‘The sport fishermen are out in left 
field,’’ Green stated, adding that all 
these factions could achieve more if they 
would concentrate on protecting the 
environment we have left. 


While alcoholism is a problem with 
American Indians and all Americafs, 
Green said it is mostly a stereotype that 
unfairly hurts Indians’ credibility. 

She said if people would look more 
closely at Indians and some of their 
customs they could learn some things. 
Green talked about the concept of the 
‘extended family.” 

When an Indian is sick or needs care, 
Green said, Indians take them in and give 
them care, simply because of the need. If 
American society would adopt customs 
like this, instead of the ‘‘pass-the- 
buck and don’t get involved éthic,’’ this 
country would be better off, she said. 

When first asked, Green said she had 
12 children, but in holding with this ethic, 
she pointed out that three of the 
children,—one white and two Indians— 
were not hers by birth. They. needed a 
home and parents so she took them into 
her family. 

In addition to her job with the 
Commission on Indian Affairs, Green is 
adding to her educational background by 
talking college courses when they can be 
fit into her hectic schedule. 

“All in all IT like the job. It’s 
frustrating sometimes trying to get the 
state bureaucracy to move, but I like it 


overall,’’ Green said.

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Evacuation plan unveiled

An evacuation plan for residents who 
live near the Big Rock Point nuclear 
power plant is in the works. 

Charlevoix County emergency 
coordinator Earl Muma and Sheriff 
George T. Lasater are working on the 
evacuation plan which would go into 
effect if an emergency situation came up 
at Big Rock. 

The plan will be finished in April and it 
must be approved by the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission, Muma said. 

According to Lasater, evacuation of the 
area would begin after receiving the 
original call from Big Rock personnel 
“indicating a general emergency has 
been called at the plant.’’ 

Big Rock's plant superintendent would 
notify the sheriff's department and 
suggest a mile radius in which people 
should be evacuated. 

What would constitute a ‘‘general 
emergency’’ and how far would evacua- 
tion have to be in order for it to be safe? 

According to Phil Loomis, public 
information director for the Consumers 
Power Big Rock plant, the nature of the 
accident would determine how far people 
would be evacuated. 

“We're talking in terms of classes of 
accidents,’’ Loomis said. And those 
classes range from too much radiation for 


"an Yndividual to a meltdown at the plant. 


Even if a major accident occurred at 
Big Rock, Loomis said there would be 
time for people living around the plant to 
evacuate. ‘A meltdown at (Big Rock) 
would be like an ice cube melting. It 
would take six to seven hours for the 
radiation to travel any great distance. 
There would be time’’ for evacuation, he 


said.

If an emergency situation was called, 
Big Rock personnel would determine the 
level of radiation at different sites around 
the county. It would take about an hour to 
collect and analyze the radiation samples 
from the different sites, Loomis said. 

After anlyzing the radiation samples, 
the type of emergency would be pin- 
pointed as would the area of evacuation 
necessary. 


At the first notice of an emergency, . 


sheriff's deputies would set off sirens to 
warn people of an emergency at the 
plant. Three sirens will be installed 
within a five-mile radius of the plant in 
Charlevoix and Hayes Townships, 
Lasater said.

The plan, which follows federal NRC 
regulations, next calls for a telephone 
back-up system to the sirens. 

The telephone warning system, still in 
the planning stages, would ring at all 
households within a specified area of the 
nuclear plant. A recording would warn 
people that an emergency has been 
issued at Big Rock and they should 
evacuate to a specific location, according 
to wind direction and what the radiation 
doseage test sites showed. 

In order to make sure transportation is 
available to remove invalids from their 
homes, Lasater has asked those people 
who are invalid for the following infor- 
mation: name, home address, phone 
number and description of the type of 
disability that would require special 
evacuation procedures. 


Eight other agencies, includirig the 
Petoskey State Police, Emmet Sheriff's 
Department, Department of Natural 
Resources, Charlevoix Township and the 
city of Charlevoix Fire Departments, 
REACT Organization, the Bay Shore U.S. 
Air Force and U.S. Coast Guard Station, 
are involved in the evacuation plan. 

The burden of evacuation falls on the 
sheriff's department, Lasater said, but 
assistance from other agencies is needed 
for smooth and safe evacuation of those 
residents around the plant. 

Most people will be evacuated via the 
Boyne City Road to Boyne City High 
School gymnasium. The high school gym 
was chosen, he said, because of its easy 
accessibility. From the gym, people will 
be put in other places, although foca- 
tions have not been named, Lasater said. 

After evacuation, blockades will be set 
up to ensure that no one re-enters the 
radiation contaminated area, Lasater 
said. ' 

The District Health Department has 
‘the say as to when the area is free of 
contamination and has the power to call 
people back to their homes,”’ 
said. 

A two and a half-mile Emergency 
Evacuation Plan is required by the NRC 
following the incident at Three Mile 
Island early last year, but Lasater and 
Mumma are going farther. 

‘The NRC indicated a two and a 
half-mile plan is needed, but we're going 
three and five miles to be a step ahead of 
their requirements,”’ Lasater said. 

Muma and Lasater are also working on 
a 10-mile evacuation plan. Each plan 
follows in accordance with the county 
evacuation plan which is available at the 
Charlevoix Public Library.

Feasibility, cost of county central 
dispatch system to be studied 


BOYNE CITY - The feasibility and cost 
of a central dispatch system which would 
have one county location to contact in the 
event of fire, accident or any other type of 
emergency is being studied. 

At_a meeting last Thursday in Boyne 
City Hall, city administrators and police 
officials from Boyne City, East Jordan 
and Charlevoix met and approved of 
studying the means of going about 
starting a central emergency center. 

The center would dispatch police, fire 


and ambulance services anywhere in. the 


county. The 911 federal emergency 
telephone number could be used to reach 
the dispatch.

As of Monday Rabach had not sub- 
mitted his resignation to Circuit Court 
Judge Martin B. Breighner. Judge 
Breighner, as state law says, will appoint 
someone to complete the remainder of 
Rabach’s term.

Currently Boyne Falis, Charlevoix and 
‘Kast Jordan fire departments and police 
are sometimes dispatched through the 
County Sheriff's Department in Charle- 
voix. The current dispatching system is 
not working as smoothly as law enforce- 
ment officers would like it to, however. 


Jack Mol, Charlevoix police chief, said 
his officers are presently dispatched 
during evening hours by either the 
sheriff's department or the city fire 
department. 


Mol is worried that there may be times 
when the sheriff dispatcher may have to 
leave his or her post to assist in the jail. 
The night dispatcher is responsible for 
jail security checks. Sheriff George 
Lasater said the dispatcher may be gone 
only a few minutes and notifies officers 
on the road that he will be leaving the 
desk. 


Mol said that if the deputy is away from 
the desk when an officer calls in an 
emergency situation it could be tragic. 


Tom Lipps, crime control specialist 
with the Northwest Michigan Regional 
Planning and Development Commission 
said the study would take until about the 
end of April to complete. Any central 
dispatch system, if approved by local 
governing bodies, would not be started 
until late 1981 or early 1982, Lipps said. 


The study would be conducted in part 
by the state Office of Criminal Justice, 
Lipps said. County Planner John Hess 
would coordinate the study at county 
level if he receives approval from the 
county board of commissioners and 
planning commission to work on the 
study. The two commissions will meet 
later this month and Hess will seek their 
approval to spend time working on the 
central dispatch system study. 


The study will analyze the existing 
dispatch systems at the Boyne City police 
department and at the sheriff’s depart- 
ment in Charlevoix. These two locations 
are being considered for the central 
dispatch center. Deficiencies in the 
present central dispatch centers would be 
pointed out and suggestions for correct- 
ing any deficiencies will be made. 


One of the biggest cost factors for the 
dispatch system would be the center’s 
location. Because of the Big Rock Point 
nuclear power plant, the center would 
have to be designed and located so it is 
protected from nuclear falfout. 


Prevailing winds would have to be 
studied to determine where nuclear 
fallout would land in the county in the 
event of a nuclear accident. Existing 
buildings with fallout shelters or those 


that could be easily remodeled for 
providing nuclear shelter should also be 
considered in determining location, Lipps 
said. 


A third factor in determining location is 
cost. After the study is completed, Lipps 
said he would see if grant funding is 
available for starting a central dispatch 
system, Possible sources are Civil 
Defense and the federal Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration. 


A similar study done earlier in 1978 on 
the feasibility of a dispatch system in 
Charlevoix County left many questions 
unanswered, Lipps said. 


‘The study showed that the central 
dispatch system is feasible, but left so 
many questions unanswered that no one 
knew where to turn to next,’’ he said. 


The study concluded that implementa- 
tion of a central dispatch system with a 
911 number would cost approximately 
$90,000. 


Lipps said the figure was high because 
‘instead of talking Chevies, the guy 
doing the study was looking at Cadillacs. 
He figured in the cost of all new equip- 
ment rather than looking into what 
existing equipment could still be used."’

I’m not an anti-nuclear activist. 

Nor am Ja nuclear power advocate. . . 

Because, frankly, I’m a nuclear power 
coward. 

And to this nervous, untrained eye, the 
Big Rock facility near the city of 
Charlevoix has always scared me because 
it always seems to be breaking down. 

Much as I love many of the conven- 
iences of our energy-squandering life- 
style, I would gladly give them up if the 
alternative was the possibility of radiation 
poisoning. 

Big Rock was one-of,the-figgt nucleag,

now supplies efiergy ‘to“apfroximately 
one million customers of Consumers 
Power Company. 

When it’s operationa!, that is. 

And that doesn’t appear to be very 
often, Not now; not in the past 10 years 
that I’ve come to know this area. 

1 know that federal government's 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission has 
given Big Rock an ‘‘average’’ safety 
rating and the other Consumers Power 
plant near South Haven ‘‘below average”’ 
safety rating, but I can’t take much 
comfort in the comparison. I live here; the 
Pallisades plant much further south on 
Lake Michigan is somebody _ else's 
worry. 

Throughout the 1970’s, people I know 
in and around Charlevoix County would 
joke frequently about Big Rock’s frequent 
shutdowns. But nobody cared much 
because energy was cheap and we didn’t 
think about nuclear safety in those days 
of yore before ‘‘China Syndrome,’’ the 
movie, and Three Mile Island, the real 
thing. Then, when you're living near a 
nuclear plant that appears to be closed 
more than it’s open; suddenly the jokes 
turn into graveyard humor. 

Early last year, Big Rock made the 
national TV news on a Saturday night and 
page one headlines the next day across 
the country when more problems were 
announced. Was Three Mile Island 
going to happen here? It didn’t, thank 
goodness, but it certainly made people 
think a bit more about the nuclear reactor 
in our midst. When Big Rock finally 
reopened last November, it managed to 
keep operating and serving Consumers 
Power energy customers for about six or 
seven weeks, Then, it was shut down 
again briefly. So it goes. 

It's no wonder that Ralph Nader tan

earned $800 a week for four weeks in 
California on the job at the San Onofre 
plant on the Pacific Ocean south of Los 
Angeles. One nuclear plant is already 
operating on the site and two more are 
going up. A short time ago, an earth- 
quake fault line was discovered in the 
Ocean quite close to the site and the 
operating plant already is rated ‘‘below 
average’’ by the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission. 

The young pipefitter told me he took 
the job in California over the Christmas 


holidays because, as he put it, ‘'l wanted - 


to see what a nuclear plant was like. ] was 
very dubious about nuclear power before 
] left Texas, but I didn’t like the idea of 
destroying the country by strip-mining 
coal either.”’ 

His month-long experience changed 
his view of nuclear power considerably, . 

His conclusion was that ‘‘unless some- 
body shuts the wrong valve, or pushes 
the wrong button,’’ the nuclear power 
plant he worked on was ‘‘pefectly safe.'’ 


At the site, there were strict quality 


contro! standards and enforcement that

“I'd pay a lot more for energy in order 
to get the very best people to operate the 
plants," he said. He didn't know how the 
people in the control room at San Onofre 
were chosen, but he said he worried that 
one of them ‘‘couldn’'t find his way to 
work in the morning."’ 


Trying to draw a comparison, he said 
‘‘On this airplane there'd be hundreds of, 
deaths if the airline had hired the’ first: 
‘person off the street who applied to be 
the pilot.”

The new 50mm width allows the skier 
to have symmetrical soles which can be 
interchanged with either ski. This 
simplifies things and you no longer have 
a right and left ski. 

Shoe prices have increased recently, as 
much as 15 percent due to the increased 
cost of leather. Good quality shoes cost 
from $30 to $60, 

If you are or plan on becoming a cross 
country skier, or if you’re a downhill skier 
now, then the waxable ski is for you. A 
waxable ski gives one better performance 
than a waxless ski, although it requires 
more upkeep. 

Waxing a ski is not as difficult as it’s 
made out to be, said Dave Klein, 
salesman at Schafer’s in downtown 
Boyne City. It’s just a matter of trying it 
once, accomplishing the task, and not

Unwaxed skis have scales on the 
bottom which grip and assist the skier’s 
glide on the snow. Unwaxed skis are 
recommended for ‘‘weekend skiers who 
do not want to mess around with a wax.’’ 
For waxable skis, Klein recommends 
one type of wax on the tip of the ski and 
another for the tail, depending on the 
snow condition. For example, a wet snow 
requires a wax which will make one glide 
easier.
